As  one  of  the  most  beloved  figures  in  American  history, 
the  story  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  life  and  times  has  grown  into 
a  rich  legend.  More  books  have  been  published  about  Lincoln 
than  any  other  United  States  President.  The  courage,  tragedy 
and  tenacity,  combined  with  wisdom  and  heart,  makes  him  a 
continuing  inspiration  for  all  of  us. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in  Hardin  County,  Kentucky, 
Feb.  12,  1809,  and  moved  to  Indiana,  where  his  mother  died, 
in  1816.  Although  he  had  less  than  a  year's  formal  schooling, 
his  great  interest  in  reading  provided  him  with  a  basic  educa- 
tion. He  worked  as  a  postmaster  and  surveyor  before  starting 
his  law  practice  in  Springfield,  111.  In  1846  he  was  elected  to 
Congress  and  served  one  term. 

His  destiny  for  high  political  office  first  became  evident 
with  the  national  attention  attracted  by  Lincoln's  debate  with 
Senator  Stephen  A.  Douglas  in  1858.  Lincoln's  anti-slavery 
speeches,  and  his  humanitarian  spirit,  earned  him  the  1860 
Republican  nomination.  The  split  in  the  Democratic  Party 
insured  his  election. 

What  followed  was  one  of  the  bloodiest  wars  in  history 
—  the  scars  of  which  have  not  yet  completely  healed.  After 
enduring  the  agonies  of  the  war,  climaxed  by  emancipating 
(freeing)  the  slaves  and  saving  the  Union,  Lincoln  was  assas- 
sinated by  a  crazed  actor.  The  date:  April  14,  1865,  just  five 
days  after  Confederate  General  Robert  E.  Lee's  surrender  at 
Appomattox.

Stir  and 
cook  for  3  to  4  minutes,  then  add  salt  to 
taste.  Mix  a  dash  or  so  of  Tabasco  with  the 
eggs,  then  pour  them  over  the  beef  mixture 
and  stir  until  the  eggs  are  set.  Remove 
from  heat  and  put  on  a  warm  platter. 
Sprinkle  with  Parmesan  cheese.  Serves  6. 


STEAMED  LING  COD 
WITH  SOY  AND  GINGER 

Recipes  for  fish  have  undergone  consid- 
erable change.  Reflecting  the  current 
American  trend,  the  chapter  about  fish 
and  shellfish  is  now  more  varied  and  ex- 
tensive than  in  any  of  the  other  editions, 
and  the  recipes  are  more  interesting,  such 
as  this  new  one  for  steamed  fish  with  Ori- 


ental seasonings.  In  spite  of  its  name,  ling 
cod  is  not  a  member  of  the  cod  family.  It  is 
a  Pacific  fish  sold  whole  or  in  fillets,  fresh 
or  frozen.  It  is  excellent  roasted,  broiled, 
or  steamed. 

3-pound  (I'/j-kg)  ling  cod,  dressed 
6  scallions,  in  1-inch  pieces 
4  slices  fresh  ginger  root, 
in  '/i-inch  slivers 
4  tbsp.  vegetable  oil 
Vi  tsp.  Oriental  sesame  oil 
1  tsp.  soy  sauce 
3  tbsp.  dry  sherry 
Rinse  the  fish  under  cold  water  and  pat 
dj-y.  Make  four  or  five  1  Vj-inch  incisions 
to  the  bone  on  each  side  of  the  fish.  Put 
the  scallions  and  ginger  inside  the  cavity. 
If  you  do  not  have  a  steamer,  use  a  roast- 
ing pan  with  a  heatproof  platter  or  rack 
to  support  the  fish  above  boiling  water 
Lightly  oil  the  steamer,  platter,  or  rack  to 
prevent  the  fish  from  sticking.  Place  the 
fish  on  the  steamer,  cover,  and  cook  20  to 
25  minutes,  until  the  flesh  is  opaque.  In  a 
small  saucepan,  whisk  together  the  vege- 
table oil,  sesame  oil,  soy  sauce,  and  sher- 
ry. Heat  the  sauce  and  spoon  it  over  each 
portion  of  steamed  fish.  Serves  4. 


MARMALADE  SOUFRE 

This  dish  graced  many  tables  during  the 
servantless  days  of  the  late  1930's  and 
1940's  and  was  considered  a  "ritzy"  addi- 
tion to  any  dinner  A  splendid  solution  for 
the  cook  who  is  also  the  host,  it  will  hold 
much  longer  than  the  hour  of  cooking  lime 
and  will  not  collapse  if  a  draft  nips  it. 
Sweet  butter 
3  egg  whites 
3  tbsp.  sugar 
3  tbsp.  orange  marmalade 
Grated  rind  of  1  orange 
Sherry 

Start  some  water  simmering  in  the  bottom 
of  a  double  boiler  and  grease  the  top  part 
of  the  double  boiler  with  sweet  butter 
Beat  the  egg  whites  in  a  large  bow!  until 
foiimy,  then  slowly  add  the  sugar  and  con- 
tinue beating  until  the  whites  are  stiff. 
Gently  fold  in  the  marmalade  and  orange 
rind.  Spoon  into  the  buttered  pot.  Cover 
and  cook  over  (not  in)  barely  simmering 
water  for  an  hour.  Serv'e  with  whipped 
cteam  flavored  with  a  touch  of  sherrv'. 
.Serves  4  to  6.  P*-
